I want to sing that today we>control our own 
destiny, tomorrow the destiny of the whole world. I 
want to sail against Germany, against Italy, against 
Japan. If they can sail against us and our ‘allies, why 
can’t we sail against them? 

I want to construct a greater American co-pros- 
perity sphere. I want to correct the mistakes of the 
Versailles Treaty insofar as they allowed all this to 
happen. I want to win lebensraum for the democra- 
tic way of life. 

I'm fed up with singing plaintive songs—I-* want 
to sing battle songs. Don’t tell me there'll be blue- 
birds over the white cliffs of dover. Tell me there'll 
be vultures and a deathly silence over Berchtes- 
gaden. 

I'm bored with keeping a stiff upper lip—I want 
to develope a stiff uppercut. I’m tired of being made 
to feel sad. I want the experience—the purging, mar- 
shalling, driving experience of being made to. feel 
mad. Fighting mad! ‘

Coasting 


Under wartime conditions when 
jconservation of gasoline is essen- 
tial, attention is being drawn to 
the economies that can be affected 
dhrough coasting. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor As- 
sociation point out that, according 
to an estimate of the Industrial ac- 
ceptance Corporation, coasting is 
saving Australians motorists “as 
much as 20 per cent.” even more, 
in gasoline consumption 

Even without free wheeling and 
such devices, coasting 
judiciously and 
saves considerable gasoline. Long, 
yontle grades, free of sharp turns 
and intersections, are ideal coasting 
ccarses. 

For the motorist not familiar 
vith the procedure, the following 
e¥tgestions may be of value: just 
before starting a safe coasting des- 
cent, the clutch should be disen- 
gaged, and the fgnition shut off 
simultaneously. The gear set lover 
may then be moved ‘vu 
position and the clutch permitted 
to re-engage. 

An eye should be kept on the 
speedometer to maye sure that the 
car does not accelerate unduly— 
a danger because the “dead” 
gine does not, of course, provide 
the accustomed 
“When the road becomes level and 
the car decelerates to approximate- 
ly 25 miles per hour, the engine 
should be started, the clutch dis- 
engaged, the gear set lever nursed 
into high, and the clutch then gen- 
Py re-engaged, the engine, of 
course, being rev'd up to approx!- 
mately the speed at which it would 
be operating if driving the car at 
the velocity at which it is coasting.

Under a new plan of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board to ensure 
adequate supplies of beef at home, 
while giving producers the equiva- 
lent of the export price for their 
catle, Canada is now divided into 
(fifteen zones.

These prices will be adjusted 
time to time with seasonal 
variations. Retail prices will be 
bosed on the laid down prices, plus 
the mark-up established by the re- 
tailer for similar cuts and quality 
during the basic period. . { 
All of Alberta south of the 55th 


parallel, excluding stations on the — 


C.N.R. west ,of Edson and Lovett 
and on the C.P.R. west of Bankhead 
are placed in zone 12. The above 
exempted stations are placed in 
zone 13 which includes all the in- 
terior towns in British Columbia. 


SAVING ON WIRE FENCES 

Because a single strand electric- 
ally charged wire on light stakes-a- 
round a sguare mile of pasture gives 
a saving of 84,480 feet of barb wire, 
weighing 3,200 pounds, over an or- 
dinary five-strand barb wire fence, 
The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board has arranged a priority for 
manufacturers of electric control- 
lers, for use on such fences. 


To give a sharp harmless shock ; 


to any animal that touches the wire 
each enclosure must have a control- 

-r-a mechanical device that oper- 
ates a ocndenser coil from a six 
dry battery. 

Over 25,000 electric fences were 
built in Canada last year, and with 
the heovy demand for cattle and 
hogs, more will be needed this year 
The saving in barbed wire in fenc- 
ing a square mile of pastlre gives 
enough to snare many a Jap or Ger- 
fman, or provides steel enough to 
make 100 Bren guns. There is a saV- 
ing too on the number and strenght 
of posts required.
